Counting Midshipman and Cadet 
Service for Longevity Pay 


HE status of U.S. Navy officers un- 
der the Noce case is given in a let- 
ter from Brig. Gen. S. T. Ansell to 


Lt. E. E. Herrmann, U.S.N., U.S.S. Hop- 
kins. ‘The Noce case, an account of which 
appeared in the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL 
of June 16, is a suit brought in the U.S. 
Court of Claims under Sec. 11, act of May 
18, 1920, which, it is claimed, repeals the 
act which deprived the classes from the 
Military Academy beginning with 1917 of 
credit for academy service. Although only 
the graduates of the Military Academy 
are mentioned in the case, it will be nat- 
ural to assume that the points at issue in 
the court would apply with equal force to 
graduates of the Naval Academy. Several 
Navy officers have written the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL upon the matter, and as 
there is widespread interest in the Navy 
in the subject, some extracts from the let- 
ter of Gen. Ansell are published below. 

As indicated in Gen. Ansell’s letter, the 
case will probably go to the Supreme 
Court, regardless of which side wins. 
There is 90 much involved in the decision 
of the Court of Claims that in all proba- 
bility neither side will be’ satisfied with 
anything less than a decision from the 
Supreme Court. Incidentally, Gen. An- 
sell calls attention to the fact that even 
if legislation should be secured, the younger 
officers in the Army and Navy will lose 
the pay from which they have been de- 
prived unless they bring suit in the Court 
of Claims. Not only the past but the fu- 
ture status of Military and Naval Acad- 
emy graduates is involved in the case. In 
the course of his letter Gen. Ansell says: 

“If the decision be favorable to the 
claimants the Government may accept it 
as the law or it may appeal to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States; if. it 
be adverse to the claimants, we certainly 
shall advise them to appeal. If the de- 
cision be favorable to us, sustaining our 
contention that West Point cadet service 
should be counted for longevity pay, and 
the Government accepts it as correct, the 
principle of law will have been established ; 
but, strictly speaking, ‘udgment will have 
been had only in the -est case, and it is 
possible that the Com troller General will 
refuse administratively to apply the prin- 
ciple to the cases of all who have had 
West Point cadet service, thus necessitat- 
ing the bringing of individual actions in 
the ourt of Claims. 

“Even if the Comptroller General should 
give general application of the principle to 
all claimants of West Point cadet service, 
his attitude has been such as to lead us to 
think that it is not probable that he woud 
apply the principle to the distinct service 
of midshipmen in the Naval Acad>.ny. We 
think he would have little difficulty in 
finding reasons for a refusal to make -uch 
application to midshipmen service at An- 


napolis, among which may be mentioned 
the fact that the basic statute upon which 
the case of Noce v. United States rests, 
while of the same tenor is nevertheless not 
the same statute as that upon which the 
claim of midshipmen in the Naval Acad- 
emy must rest; and therefore their cause 
of action would be upon a separate and 
distinct basis. ‘The Comptroller General 
has in other instances based his refusal 
to make general applicalion of a principle 
of law established by the court upon much 
lesser grounds than these. 

“We think further in this connection 
that, notwithstanding the exact similarity 
of the legal characteristics of West Point 
eadet and Annapolis midshipman seccvice, 
there may be some practical considerationr 


that might exert some distinguishing in- 
fluence in judicial proceedings, such as 
that of the popular conception that the 


midshipman is closer to what is popularly 
regarded as the actual naval service than 
is the cadet to the Regular Arniy. 

“In case the final decision should be fa- 
vorable to the claimants, the only question 
left will be as to how far individual claim- 
ants may be required to assert their rights 
by filing separate individual actions in th» 


Court of Claims. Filing such actions 
would, however, involve a matter of legal 
mechanics rather than merits, and we 


think even if individual petitions were re- 
quired to be filed they could be pressed to 
judgment expeditiously and without seri- 
ous difficulty. If the final court decision 
should be favorable to claimants, it would 
operate prospectively and retrospectively ; 
would give to claimant his back pay, that 
is, the additional pay to which he would 
have been entitled if his cadet service had 
been counted for pay purposes, and woul] 
secure to him the benefit of counting such 
service for such purpose in the future, 
subject, in respect of prospective opera- 
tions, as all matters of pay are. to future 
legislation. Any such future legislation. 
however, could not be retroactive, that is, 
could not be made to apply to a pay situ- 
ation as it existed under the court deci- 
sion up to such legislation. Of course, 
there is no likelihood of any such legisla- 
tion. 

“Permit us to say further that our own 
view is that officers of the Navy affected 
by the Comptroller General’s decision 
against counting midshipman service for 
longevity pay would be well advised to 
organize and prosecute a test action on 
their behalf; to do so would be but pro- 
tective of their rights, bring mora! strength 
to the rightful view that cadet and mid- 
shipman service should count, and militate 
against no effort in any other direction.” 

The far-reaching effect of the ARMY AND

General Pershing 
on Extensive 
Inspection Trip 


Will Visit Camps in All Parts 
of the Country 


Sa preliminary to his inspection of 
A training camps which will. extend 

to the Pacifie coast, Gen. Pershing 
Jeft Washington at 8 a.m. July 16 in a 
motor car and did not return until] the next 
morning at 1.30. On the trip he visited 
Gen. Fiske’s command at Camp Meade 
and Gen. Price’s command at Mte Gretna. 
On this trip he was able to get in touch 
with units of the three components of the 


Army of the United States. 

It was a whirlwind trip in which Gen. 
Pershing did not waste a moment. His 
lunch at a country cross-roads stand con- 
sisted of a hot dog and a bottle of pop. 
Not until 7 o’clock in the evening was he 
able to find time to sit down at an offi- 
cer’s mess of the 28th Division at Mt. 
Gretna. The general and his party moved 
with the greatest rapidity, which is 
an indication of his determination to cover 
as many of the camps ag possible during 
his trip. It will be far from a pleasure 
trip, as he intends to spend every moment 
getting in touch with officers and men 
that are now in training. He did not let 
a driving rain interfere with his inspection 
at Mt. Gretna. There were many veterans 
of the World War in the 28th Division 
and the inspection evidently appealed to 
them. At the conclusion of the inspection 
Gen. Pershing was greeted with wild ap- 
plause from some 3,500 officers and men. 

At both camps Gen. Pershing delivered 
stirring addresses. At both places he was 
interrupted with applause by his hearers. 

At Camp Meade, Gen. Pershing urged 
the members of the R.O.T.C. and the C.M. 
T.C. to enter the National Guard at the 
conclusion of their courses. He said that 
if he were in either class he would go into 
the National Guard in order to keep up 
his training and instruction. At Mt 
Gretna he appealed to the National Guard 
to support the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps and the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps. It is evident that the general in- 
tends to make a drive for closer co-o 
tion between the different elements the 
Army of the United States. He pledged 
the support of the Regular Army to the 
other components of the Army of the 
United States at both camps. 

In both of his addresses Gen. Pershing’s 
arguments were effective appeals for na- 
tional defense. He declared that he in- 
tended to make an appeal to the young 
women of the country to encourage 
young men in preparing for their duties of 
citizenship. He contended that one of the 
cardinal duties of citizenship was at all 
times to be prepared as far as possible to 
defend the country. He said no class could 
do more to build up the defenses of the 
country than the women. In his opinion, 
the graduates of the ( M.T. camps should 
organize clubs and wear distinutive badges. 

“You young men who are giving up your 
time in preparing yourselves to 
your country when you could be 
it on vacations,” said Gen. Pershing, “are 
entitled to take pride in the fact. I know 
there has been a great deal of talk of ‘no 
more wars,’ and I wish I could be as 
hopeful on this subject as some people. But 
who ten years ago would have predicted

Rifle Championship 
UNDER the auspices of the New Jersey 

State Rifle Association, and the direc- 
tion of Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spencer, ex- 
ecutive officer, the second annual Eastern 
Small Bore Rifle Championship Matches 
were held at the Sea Girt rifle range from 
June 30 to July 4, inclusive. 

These annual contests bring together the 
cream of the Eastern small bore marks- 
men and thai the company is “fast” may 
be gathered from the fact that practically 
all of the matches were won this year 
with record scores, and in one case a 
werld’s record was made Many distin- 
guished guests and visitors were present, 
including the Governor of New Jersey, 
Army and National Guard officers and 
riflemen of national and _ international 


reputation. 

That the .22-caliber target rifle is fast 
coming into general use is best demon- 
strated by the fact that at least two Army 
officers, Col. C. E. Stodter, U.S. Cav., and 
Director of Civilian Marksmanship, and 
Capt. C. M. Brown, U.S.A., statistical 
officer for the National Rifle Matches this 
year, won the Palma Individual Match 
and the Camp Perry Special Match, re- 
spectively. Col. Stodter is an enthusiastic 
small bore rifleman and believes in the 
fundamentals of this style of shooting 
with regard to its practical value toward 
educating our citizens in marksmanship as 
a sport and as a necessity in time of war. 

e score of 224, out of a possible 225, 
made by Col. Stodter in winning the 
coveted Palma Match tied the world’s 
record for the time being. It was later 
broken by one of the competitors scoring 
the possible across the range in another 
match. In winning this competition, Col. 
Stodter set a worthy example by practic- 
ing what he preaches. The second man 
was C. S. Neary of the Remington Arms 
Co., who scored 223 points. 

The performance of Capt. C. M. Brown, 
U.S.A., in winning the Camp Perry spe- 
cial with the excellent score of 389 out 
of 400 was noteworthy in that the prize 
for winning this match was a free trip to 
the Nationa! Matches to Camp Perry and 
return. 

The Small Bore Spencer Match, named 
in honor of Gen. Spencer and which calls 
for 20 shots at 200 yards, had a field of 
67 competiters. The shooting was all of a 
very high order and it required not only 
the possible score to win the match, but 
additional bull’s-eyes te the number of 14. 
There were five competitors who scored 
the possible 100, which in itself is a rare 
occurrence. The winner was C. S. Neary 
of the chan:pionship Remington rifle team 
of Bridgeport, Conn.. who registered the 
possible 100 points and 14 extra bull’s-eyes. 
Mr. FE. B. Rice of Mahwah, N.J., the 
1unner-up. scored with a possible and 10 
extra bull’s-eyes. Mr. D. Baker of Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., with 7 extra bull’s-eyes, tied 
with Mr. R. H. McGarity of Washington, 


D.C. Capt. Roy L. Bowlin, U.S.A., 
Frankford Arsenal, scored an even pos- 
sible. 


The first team competition to be com- 
pleted was the two-man team match, won 
by L. J. Corsa of Brooklyn, N.Y., and 
Charles H. Johnson of Philadelphia, with 
the high score of 579 out of a possible 600. 
The high individual score of 293 was made 
by Mr. Corsa of the winning team. All 
of the foregoing matches were shot on 
Jvly 1 and 2. . 

On the morning of July 3, the Eastern 
Small Bore Individual Championship 
Match was staged at the 50, 100 and 200- 

ard ranges, with a field of 50 competitors. 

Vith only three points down under the 

»ssible of 250, Mr. Webster of 
Wilmington, Del., making his début as a 
small bore rifleman, won the title of East- 
ern Small Bore Individual Champion. The 
same score was made by Mr. L. J. Miller 
of Brooklyn. N.Y., but the tie in such 
cases is decided by the highest score at the 
lengest range.

the range, thus scoring the possible 225 x 
225 and establishing a new world’s record 
for rifle shooting. 

The individual grand aggregate was won 
by Mr. R. It. McGarity of Washington, 
D.C., with a total score of 563 out of the 
possible 575. This aggregate is made up 
of the scores registered in the Eastern In- 
dividual, the Palma Individual and the 
Small Bore Spencer Matches. 

The rifles used by the competitors in 
these matches vary in types, according to 
the preference of the individual marksman. 
A number of the U.S. Springfield .22’s 
were used with excellent results. Practi- 
cally all of the competitors used telescope 
sights and all fired the regulation .22 long 
rifle cartridge. 

A series of re-entry matches were fired 
while the squadded competitions were in 
progress and proved of great interest.

THE THREE “AGES” OF SHOEMAKING 


For centuries and centuries the method of making footwear did 
not vary. A mural painting discovered in the ruins of ancient 
Thebes shows Egyptian sandal-makers at work after the manner 
of the early New England cobblers. Until a few generations ago 
boots and shoes were made entirely by hand, and wholly by the 
individual craftsman. This was the first “age” of shoemaking. 


In the Eighteeth Century small domestic shoe-shops arose, and 
groups of men and women, in shops and homes, made the foot- 
wear of the people, the work being more or less divided, but all 
still done by hand. This was the second “age”. 


About the middle of the Nineteenth Century the factory system 
developed and the introduction of shoe machinery began, until 
to-day in no field of manufacture has greater progress been made 
or more efficiency been attained through machinery. This is the

S has been outlined in these columns, 

an intensified study ig being made 

in the Army of the problem of de- 
fense against air attack. ‘This is being 
studied in the General Staff, the Ordnance 
Department and the Coast Artillery. The 
Coast Artillery will be depended upon to 
furnish the personnel, the Ordnance to de- 
velop the guns and the General Staff to 
work out a general policy. 

Progress is being made by each of these 
organizations, but they have not yet an- 
nounced a general policy, although it is 
believed that a program will be ready to 
submit to the next Congress. 

Perhaps the personnel problem is the 
most serious. There are now in the Reg- 
ular Army two skeleton regiments of anti- 
aircraft artillery. They are the 64th at 
Honolulu and the 62d at Fort Totten. 
Three battalions. with a somewhat en- 
larged organization armed with different 
types of guns and searchlights have been 
organized in the Regular Establishment. 
One battalion is stationed at Fort Monroe, 
one at San Francisco and one in the Phil- 
ippines. 

This, of course, is not sufficient for the 
mobile forces of the Regular Army. The 
three battalions should be at least expand- 
ed to regiments. This force, in the event 
of war, could be expanded to fill out the 
Regular Army divisions. It would also 
make a training force for the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves. 

The shortage of anti-aircraft artillery, 
both in the National Guard and in the 
Organized Reserves, is almost as marked 
as in the Regular Army. ‘These organiza- 
tions are largely in formative state and 
should be receiving more attention. ‘The 
required anti-aircraft artillery for a mo- 
bile Army in the event of war is far be 
low an adequate strength. . 


Defense of Large Cities 


BLT there is still a larger problem which 

has only received cursory attention. It 
is being recognized that an independent 
defense for the larger cities and important 
industrial centers must be provided for if 
aircraft continues to develop. This will 
be work for a board which sooner or later 
must be appointed. 

It is understood that those in authority 
are of the opinion that steps for a general 
air defense should not be taken until the 
Ordnance Department hag fully determined 
upon the most efficient and effective anti- 
aircraft artillery. The Department began 
experiments with this type of gun even 
before the World War and has continued 
it on new and broader lines since the war. 
It is endeavoring to incorporate the les- 
sons of the war in the most effective guns. 
These efforts are bringing forth five types 
of guns and searchlights of astonishing 
power, 

Anti-Aircraft Machine Guns 


ACCORDING to the latest reliable infor- 

mation, a .50 caliber machine gun is 
now being manufactured for issue to or- 
ganizations and for extensive tests. Ulti- 
mately it will replace the .30 caliber anti- 
aircraft machine gun. ‘he .50 caliber ma- 
chine gun has a horizontal range of 27,000 
feet. Its effective vertical range is from 
9,000 to 12,000 feet. According to tests, 
it will fire at the rate of 500 shots per 


minute. Visible range tracer ammunition 
for it has been developed .to 7,500 feet. 

57-mm. machine gun is now being devel- 
oped. Several models have been manu- 


factured for proving ground tests. It has 
tracer ammunition which is visible for 
ranges up to 15,000 feet. Its rate of fire 
has been from 100 to 120 shots per minute. 
Its effective range has been developed to 
over 27,000 feet. This gun will have a 
super-sensitive percussion fuse. The shells 
will all be high explosive and will explode 
upon the impact with a piece of balloon 
cloth. It is proposed to place four guns 
on one mount having a single telescopic 
sight for all. Four guns so in place will 
form a miniature battery, trained by a 
Single observer and capable of shooting 
between 400 and 500 rounds per minute. 


Larger Anti-Aircraft Weapons 
HAT is believed is a very effective 
: three-inch anti-aircraft gun is near- 
ing completion and will soon be tested on 
the proving ground. It has a mobile 
mount and weighs seven tons. The rate 
of fire is fifteen shots per minute and it 
has an effective range altitude up to 21,000 
feet, _ Its horizontal effective range is 38,- 
825 feet. The weight of the projectile is 
fteen pounds. 
The largest type of anti-aircraft gun is 
4 47-inch gun which will throw a projec- 


tile weighing forty-five pounds at the rate 
of fifteen shots per minute. It has an 
effective altitude of 45,000 feet and a range 
of 71,000 feet. Its weight is twelve tons. 
It is equipped with a power loading de- 
vice and with automatic breech-blocks. 

In general, all the new anti-aircraft guns 
are being developed for a system of indirect 
aiming. Extensive experiments have con- 
clusively shown that a central station is 
far superior to the old instruments of fire 
control. Two general types of central 
stations are now being developed. Both 
have proven more accurate and require less 
time in directing the fire of the anti-air- 
craft guns. 

The experiments with the 60” Sperry- 
Dishpan searchlight has shown almost un- 
believable results. ‘This light has been 
effective at the range of from 15,000 to 
18,000 feet. The width of the beam at 
18,000 feet varies from 600 to 1,800 feet. 
With such a ray an airplane traveling at 
the rate of 100 miles per hour would re- 
quire almost twelve seconds to go through 
the beam. When such a searchlight locates 
an aviator the operator of the machine can 
keep him in view, it is believed, until a 
powerful anti-aircraft gun can train its 
fire upon him. 


School Courses for National Guard 


ARRANGEMENTS have been completed 
by the Militia Bureau of the War De- 
partment whereby officers and enlisted men 
ef the National Guard may take advan- 
tage of special courses which will be given 
at a number of the Service schools during 
the fiscal year 1924. Announcement of 
other courses will be made by the bureau 
as soon as arrangements are completed. 

Applications from officers should be sub- 
mitted through the adjutant general of the 
state and the corps area commander, and 
where possible should be in the hands of 
the bureau two months prior to the be- 
ginning of the course. Before forwarding 
the application to the corps area comman- 
der, the state adjutant general will obtain 
from the senior Regular Army instructor 
on duty with the unit to which the appli- 
cant belongs the following information, 
which will be entered by indorsement on 
the application: 

Whether or not the applicant possesses 
the professional fitness and ability suc- 
cessfully to complete the course, and also 
the characteristics which might prevent 
his becoming an efficient instructor upon 
the completion of the course. Other fac- 
tors which will enter into the sending of 
an officer to the schools are whether or not 
the unit to which the applicant belongs 
will be directly or specifically benefited by 
his completing the course, and if the can- 
didate is permanently established in the 
community and is not likely to leave his 
unit on completing the course. 

No accommodations will be available for 
the families of officers or enlisted men, and 
transportation for dependents and house- 
hold effects is not authorized. Both offi- 
cers and men will be entitled to the pay 
of their rank and grade during the course 
of instruction, and they are entitled to the 
prescribed subsistence allowances. With 
respect to rental allowances while officers 
are attending the Service schools, they will 
not be paid, except where the commanding 
officer of the school certifies that no quar- 
ters are available.

OW that the naval treaty has been 

” ratified by France, the navy yard offi- 
cers have been instructed to make prepa- 
rations for the sale and scrapping of 
ships under the terms of the limitation of 
armament conference. During the past 
week, Acting Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt has held a number of conferences with 
the members of the Scrapping Board and 
the commandants and managers of the 
navy yards. As the result of these con- 
ferences, Col. Roosevelt gave out the sub- 
joined formal statement of the policy of 
the Department : 

1, At a conference held at 10 a. m. this date, 
it was decided that ships which are to be dis- 
posed of under the terms of the Limitation of 
Armaments Conference shall be advertised for 


sale, under the sealed bid method, as follows: 
Ships under construction at private ship- 
yards: 


To be advertised for sale in their present 
condition; that is, on the stocks. The sale 
is to include all material on the ground as 
well as that on the stocks, except such ma- 
terial as the bureaus may desire to retain. 

Ships under construction at navy yards: 

To be advertised for sale. The sale is to 
include the fabricated material on the ground, 
except such ‘material as the bureaus may de- 
sire to retain. Proposals to invite bids— 
(a) for ships on the 

stocks. 
(b) 


in present condition 
for ships’ structure, cut up by the Gov- 

ernment into shipping sizes and f.o.b. 

vicinity of structure. 

(c) for ships’ structure, cut up by the Gov- 
ernment into charging sizes, _ f.o.b.

Ships out of commission: 

To be advertised for sale “as is” and

Col. Roosevelt in explaining the policy 
of the Department declared that it was 
anxious to keep the present force in the 
government yards employed, and for that 
reason the ships building in navy yards 
will be scrapped there if the increase in 
cost is not too large when compared with 
the bids of private concerns. The com- 
mandants of the government yards have 
been instructed to prepare estimates ‘of 
the cost of doing the work in the govern- 
ment yards. It is believed that as there 
is a great demand for labor in private in- 
dustries, the estimates submitted by the 
government yards will be low enough te 
permit this. However, the Acting Secre- 
tary would not make a prediction, as it 
is apparent from the statement that the 
subject is a very complicated one and one 
that is apt to come up in Congress. 


Marine Corps Matters 


CCORDING to present plans, there 

will be another examination of Ma- 
rine Corps officers for promotion some 
time in August. The number of officers to 
be called up for examination has not yet 
been worked out, and the date of the ex- 
amination has not yet been determined. 


‘THE controversy over the Army and Ma- 

rine Corps football game with the 
Baltimore Chamber of Commerce, has 
brought out the fact that the Naval Acad- 
emy authorities have already opened ne- 
gotiations for the location of next year’s 
football game at Baltimore. This is the 
first time that the Naval Academy has de- 
serted Philadelphia when it was called 
upon the select a location for the annual 
football contest between the two acad- 
emies. This year the Naval Academy will 
play Yale at Baltimore, which indicates 
that the Academy authorities regard Bal- 
timore as a very desirable location for the 
games. 


Naval Reserve Legislation 


ACTING Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt, Admiral Eberle, Chief of Naval 
Operations, and the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Navy during the past week held 
a number of conferences with Naval Re- 
serve officers for the purpose of working 
out the details of a Naval Reserve bill 
which will be submitted by the Depart- 
ment at the next session of Congress. Col. 
Roosevelt and Adm. Eberle will attend a 
review of the New York Naval Reserve in 
North river on July 27, and by that time 
it is believed that the bill will be com- 
pleted and ready for a further conference. 
The Navy Department will urge Con- 
gress very strongly to enact some perma- 
nent legislation for the Reserve at the 
approaching session. It is possible that 
the bill will be made part of the Naval 
Omnibus bill which will be ‘submitted on 
the first day of the session of Congress. 


UST at a time when it was generally 

assumed that ‘the question of amal- 

gamation or any adjustment between 
promotion in the Line and Staff was laid 
over for a year or so at least, Comdr. Eid- 
gar Woods, U.S.N. (M.C.), proposed @ 
plan which appears to have solved the 
problem. Although very simple, it @ 
parently accomplishes all that was so 
by the advocates of amalgamation without 
disturbing the present organization of 
Navy. It is expected that the Secretary 
will submit a bill into which the ideas of 
Comdr. Woods will be incorporated. 

The following official announcement has 
been given out by Acting Secretary of the 
Navy Roosevelt: 

“The Navy Department had under con- 
sideration on Monday a plan for the 
equalization of promotions between Line 
and Staff officers. The plan has for its 
object the insuring of the same promotion 
to officers of the Line and to officers of 
the Staff from the time they enter the 
Service until the time they become eligible 
for promotion to commander, and after 
becoming eligible for selection for promo- 
tion to commander, to insure that all offi- 
cers of the Line and Staff fdom that time 
until the completion of their service in the 
Navy have precisely the same opportunity 
for selection and promotion, and are 
jected to precisely the same hazard of - 
selection and resulting retirement. The 
principle of the plan has received the 
hearty approval of the Department, and 
the details are now being worked out.” 


Modification of Running Mate Scheme 


‘THIS statement, it is apparent, does not 
give very much detail of the principle 
upon which the Department’s bill is to 
be based. It is a modification of the run- 
ning mate scheme by which an attempt has 
been made in the past to equalize promo- 
tion between the Line and the Staff. Selec- 
tion completely disturbed the relations be- 
tween the officers in the Staffs and their 
running mates in the Line. The plan is 
to restore this relation as far as possi 
Under the plan, the same percentage of 
officers who are selected out for promo- 
tion in the Line would be selected in the 
Staff. For instance, if the Selection 
Board for the Line would go down on the 
list forty numbers to get the man 
selected, and there were ten captains the 
promotions would amount to 25 per cent. 
Then a line would be drawn from the last 
man promoted to his running mates 
the Staff. Then 25 per cent. of the officers 
in the Staff, including the running mate 
referred to, would be promoted. In the. 
event that in any one year there would 
not be eligible in the Staff 25 per cent. of 
the officers including the running mate re- 
ferred to, there would be no promotions in 
that Staff that year. But the Staff in 
question would be credited with the num- 
ber of vacancies that it was entitled to, 
and this number would be added to its 
promotion for next year or the year after. 
Eventually, all the Staff would receive 
the same percentage of promotion that 
the Line did. Every Staff department is 
now ahead of the Line, and as in the case 
of the Construction Corps it would be re- 
quired to mark time until the Line and 
the Staff caught up with it. 
To cite a concrete example. In the last 
distribution, John H. Dayton was the 
captain to go up. His runn mate in 
the Supply Corps is Capt. , in the 
Medical Corps Capt. Riggs, and in the 


Construction Corps Capt. Gillmor. He 
had no running mate in the Civil Engi- 
neer Corps. If the proposed bill had been 


a law last year, the same percentage of 
promotions that took place in the Line 
would have taken place in all of the Staffs 
with the exception of the Civil Engineers. 
The Civil Engineers would passed 
over for last year, but would eventually 
get their quota of promotions. The Selec-. 
tion Board for the other Staff Corps would 
then begin with the officers mentioned and 
select out the same percentage of officers 
that were selected in the Line. 

Col. Roosevelt’s statement is conserva- 
tive when he declares that the Depart- 
ment had the Woods plan under consid- 
eration. There is scarcely an officer in 
the Department that has not given the 
scheme thought. It does not appear to work 
any permanent injury to any class of offi- 
cers. It will hold back promotion of some 
officers in the Staff for a time, but in a 
very short period this will be adjusted. 

It avoids the necessity of amalgamation 
in order to equalize promotion, and it is 
believed will eliminate any friction in the 
matter of promotion between the Line and 
the Staff. 
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New Regulations 
Officers’ Reserve 


‘THE tentative draft of the revised regu- 

lations for the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
now in the hands of the corps area com- 
manders for review, is a great forward 
stride in the development of the Army of 
the United States. The new regulations 
not only cover the subjects of appointment, 
promotion and training of the Reserve offi. 
cers, but place the Organized Reserves on 
a more definite basis. They also deal with 
the points of contact between the third 
component of the Army of the United 
States and the Regular Army and the Na- 
tional Guard. Although they will be pub- 
lished in a separate pamphlet, the new 
regulations will be part of the Army regu- 
lations. There is no very radical depar- 
ture in the new regulations from Special 
Regulations No. 43, but rather an expan- 
sion of the basic principles in the original 
regulations. The committee of the Gen- 
eral Staff apparently attempted to answer 
many of the questions of active Reserve 
officers and give them a more definite plan 
to follow in training and in winning pro- 
motion. 

As forecast in these columns, the new 
regulations provide fer a system of in- 
structions and promotion under which 
Reserve officers can advance themselves 
from the grade of second lieutenant to 
that of a general officer. In order to be- 
come a general officer, however, it will be 
necessary for a civilian to give no small 

rt of his time to the military establish- 
ment. That there are young men now in 
the corps who will be able to do this is 
recognized by the members of the board 
which prepared the regulations. 

See. VI deals with promotion of Re- 
serve officers to grades below that of brig- 
adier general and is the very heart of the 
new regulations. Below are published ex- 
tensive extracts from Sec. VI. The corps 
area commanders are to return the regula- 
tions to the War Department by July 1 
with their comments and recommendations. 
The War Department no doubt will wel- 
come constructive suggestions from other 
sources and especially from Reserve offi- 
cers who have taken an active interest in 
building up the corps. 

Section VI—Promotion of Reserve Officers to 

Grades Below that of Brigadier General. 


1. GENERAL.—The promotion system em- 
bodied. in these regulations is based upon the 
fundamental principle of military efficiency that 
mo person should be promoted to a military 
office until after he has demonstrated under 
reasonable tests that he is qualified to perform 
the duties of such office if called to active 
service therein. The basis of such a system of 
promotion must necessarily be a system of 
standards in which the minimum specifications 
as te training, knowledge, and experience for 
each grade in each section of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps are specifically defined and stated. 
The specifications should be based upon dem- 
onstrated capacity to perform the duties im- 
mediately incident to mobilization, with a rea- 

ble d tration of sufficient training, 
ability, energy, administrative capacity and 
leadership to conduct the further progressive 
training and development of an appropriate 
unit. thereafter. 


2. REQUIREMENTS FOR PROMOTION.— 
Before any officer is promoted, an appropriate 
vacancy must exist in the next higher grade 
of his unit. When a vacancy which it is not 
desired shall be filled by assignment of an 
officer of the appropriate grade and section oc- 
curs in any such unit it will be filled by the 
promotion of a qualified officer of the next lower 
grade residing in the unit area or sufficiently 
near it to enable him to perform his duties in 
connection with the peace training, administra- 
tion, and development of the unit. Officers not 
assigned to units of the Organized Reserves 
will be promoted to fill vacancies in the author- 
ized department or corps area quotas of officers 
required by the War Department Mobilization 
Plan. Hereafter no Reserve officer will be pro- 
moted in time of peace unless: 

a. There is an appropriate vacancy for him 
as above defined in the next higher le. 

b. He holds an appropriate Certificate of 
Capacity. In no case will such promotion be 
made for more than one grade. 


8. PROMOTION IN TIME OF PEACE.— 
Whenever a vacancy occurs the immediate com- 
manding officer concerned will forward to the 
department or corps area commander, through 
military channels, a list of available officers 
under his jurisdiction in the next lower grade 
who hold Certificates of Capacity to perform the 
duties of the grade under consideration with 
his recommendation as to which of them, in 
the order of preference for stated reasons, 
should be promoted to fill the existing vacancy. 
In preparing this list the commanding officer 
will give due consideration to seniority, force 
and character, and to each officer's zeal, in- 
dustry and efficiency in his present grade, with 
a view to advancing the best interests of the 
service. The department or corps area com- 
mander, after considering the original recom- 
mendation, the endorsements of intermediate 
commanders, and such other evidence as he 
may require, will forward all papers in the 
ease, together with his recommendation in the 

mises, to The Adjutant General. The Ad- 
utant General, where the provisions of law and 
regulations have been complied with, will take 
action thereon in accordance with the merits 





of the case. Such action shall be final except in’ 


case of appeal, in which event ail papers per- 
taining to the case will be presented through 
the appropriate division of the War Department 
General Staff to the Secretary of War for de- 
cision. 

When final favorable decision has been made, 
the officer selected for promotion will be called 
upon to furnish a report, on the proper form, 
ot physical examination as prescribed under 
appointment in paragraph of these regu- 
lations. If the officer be found physically qual- 
ified he will be promoted. here theré are no 
available officers in the next lower grade of the 
unit holding Certificates of Capacity the vacancy 
will be kept open for the time being. Vacancies 
existing in units of the Organized 
upon mobilization will be filled by the assign- 
ment of qualified Regular or Reserve officers or 
the promotion of Reserve officers of other or- 

nizations who hold the proper Certificates of 

apacity. 

4. PROMOTION IN TIME OF WAR.—The 
general principles underlying the promotion sys- 
tem embodied in these regulations are applica- 
ble both in peace and war. In time of war, 
when officers are on active service and therefore 
under continuous observation by their military 
superiors, the means of determin‘ng. qualifica- 
tion and capacity for advancement will 
greatly simplified. 

In time of war, when all components of the 
Army of the United States have been called into 
active service, all officers will be subject to 
the same eneral rule of promotion for merit 
regardless of whether their peace-time service 
has been in the Regular Army, the National 
Guard or the Organized Reserves. 

5. DEFINITION OF CERTIFICATES OF 
CAPACITY.—A Certificate of Capacity is an in- 
strument in writing executed under the direc- 
tion of the appropriate department or corps area 
commander, which certifies that the officer 
named therein is deemed to have the necessary 
professional qualifications to perform the duties 
and assume the responsibilities of the grade and 
in the Officers Reserve Corps of the 
the United States specified in the 





section 
Army of 
Certificate. 

6. REQUIUREMENTS FOR CERTIFICATE 
OF CAPACITY.— Standard specifications for 
Certificates of Capacity for all grades and sec- 
tions will be determined by the War Depart- 
ment, which will announce the subjects to be 
covered, the degree of proficiency required in 
each subject, and in general the manner of con- 
ducting instruction and training. It will an- 
nounce also the text books, manuals and other 
ceurses of information, and the troop schools, 
vorrespondence courses, courses at special and 
general service schools, training camps, and 
other facilities by means of which officers can 
prepare themselves to conform to the standards 
specified. 

Upon satisfactory completion of such instruc- 
tion and training as may be prescribed by the 
War Department for the purpose, concluded by 
theoretical examinations and practical tests, 
Certificates of Capacity will be issued, copies 
being filed with the officer’s record in the War 
Department. 

Certificates of Capacity will be issued only 
for the next higher grade of the section in 
which the officer is commissioned. 

a. Theoretical .Examinations.—Portions of 
the specified courses leading to a Certificate of 
Capacity which do not require or admit of a 
practical test with troops will be covered by 
written examinations. . . . 

b.c. Practical Teste—The character of the 
examinations and tests imposed must depend 
upon facilities available at any particular time. 
Wherever practicable, an officer's capacity to 
perform the tactical duties of a given grade will 
be determined by giving him an opportunity 
actually to command the military unit appro- 
priate to that rade in suitable drill and tactical 
exercises. Where troops are not available, oral 
examination, supplemented by terrain exercises 
appropriate to the unit in question, may be 
substituted by the department or corps area 
commander in his discretioni But in any event, 
the practical test will be such as to allow the 
officer to demonstrate his ability to apply the 
specified tactical information in the actual lead- 
ing of men. . e 

7. ISSUE OF CERTIFICATE OF CAPAC- 

_.. An officer who has been unsuc- 
cessful in his effort to pass the test for Cer- 
tificate of Capacity may, with the approval of 
his immediate superior, and after expiration of 
one year from time of his last examination and 
test, make application to be re-examined. 


8. CREDIT FOR PAST SERVICES AND 
QUALIFICATION.—. . . will give due 
weight to proper credits for satisfactory equiv- 
alent work already done by Reserve officers in 
connection with examinations and correspond- 
ence courses heretofore established. Proper 
credits will also be given for equivalent satis- 
factory work at Service Schools. . . .Whenan 
officer discharged from the National Guard is 
reappointed in the Officers’ Reserve Corps under 
the provisions of paragraph , exemptions 
from practical tests with troops in any grade 
will not be recommended except upon conclusive 
evidence of the efficient command of a National 
Guard unit appropriate to the grade in ques- 
tion in field exercises as comprehensive as those 
prescribed for Certificates of Capacity in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. 


9. SERVICE WITH TROOPS.—. . . Facil- 
ities for service with troops will be provided 
and only those officers who have had such 
service in the past or who avail themselves 
of it in the future will be regarded as qualified 
to become unit commanders. . . . Reserve lieu- 
tenants, as well as members of the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps, who aspire to become Reserve 
officers will be encouraged to serve for a time 
in the National Guard. Service in the National 
Guard, either as an enlisted man or an officer, 
will be regarded as one of the most effective, 
convenient and economical means of acquiring 
this necessary practical experience. 


10. REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS ON 
DUTY WITH THE ORGANIZED RESERVES. 
—It is the primary duty of Regular Army of- 
ficers on duty with the Organized Reserves to 





assist all officers and enlisted men of their re- 
spective organizations in their efforts to qualify 
for promotion. They will assist and advise 
them in their studies and will exert themselves 
in every way to place every authorized training 
facility at their disposal. They are especially 
enjoined to develop facilities for training on an 
inactive status with neighboring units of the 
Regular Army and the National Guard. 


9th Field Artillery Wins

‘THE 9th Field Artillery, U.S.A., less 

Battery A and C, in charge of Maj. W. 
H. Shepherd, en route from Fort Riley to 
Des Moines, Iowa, encamped in the park, 
Union Star, Mo., from Saturday afternoon, 
June 23, to Sunday afternoon, June 24. 
The outfit consisted of Battery B, com- 
manded by Lt. Corridon; Hgrs.

Maj. Gen. Rickards 
Reviews 26th Division

Turbines of 
the Leviathan 


N connection with the recent world’s 

speed record for passenger steamers in 
a 25-hour run made by the American 
S.S. Leviathan during her trial trip, in 
which she steamed 687 nautical miles, an 
interesting bit of history is recalled. It 
shows how Yankee skill put her injured 
turbines in order when the vessel was orig- 
inally seized from her German owners at 
Hoboken, N.J., in 1917 by the United 
States Government. She was then known 
as the Vaterland. 

As soon as it was discovered that the 
ship’s turbines were badly damaged Mr, 
William H. Mackay, who was then chief 
engineer of the ship, telephoned to the 
Westinghouse Co. at East Pittsburgh and 
two days later a car with twelve turbine 
experts and a collection of special tools 
arrived at Hoboken, N.J., where the ship 
lay when she was seized. 

These men went immediately to work 
under the supervision of the U.S. Navy 
and stayed on the job continuously for sey- 
eral months. The mechanical engineering 
problems they had to solve were among 
the most difficult ever encountered, ac 
cording to Mr. Mackay, and the condi 
tions unuer which they had to work be 
cause of the cramped quarters, intense heat 
and constant danger were almost endurable, 
but they were determined to win, and they 
did. 

Mr. Mackay, who stated before the So- 
ciety of Naval Architects that he wished 
to put on record a tribute to those who 
assisted in the work of getting the gigan- 
tic liner into service as a transport, point 
ed out that this work must be considered 
of great historical importance, for not only 
was the carrying capacity of the repaired 
Leviathan of immense value in getting our 
Army abroad, but the moral effect of this 
engineering achievement on the Central 
Empires was literally overwhelming. The 
Germans were confident that we could 
never put her into transport service and 
were astounded when we did. Fi 

The assistance given to the U.S. Navy 
by the Westinghouse turbine bladers re- 
sulted in a letter being written over the 
signature of R. S. Griffin, engineer in chief, 
U.S.N., chief of bureau, addressed to the 
Westinghouse Electric & Manufacturing 
Co. at East Pittsburgh under date of Dee 
19, 1917, which reads as follows: 

The bureau has been informed by Comdr. E. 
P. Jessop, U.S.N., that during progress of 
work on the turbines of the Leviathan (ex- 
Vaterland), your company assisted materially 
by supplying turbine bladers. 

The bureau desires to express its apprecia- 
tion of this patriotic action on your part, 
which has contributed so much to the com- 
pletion of this vessel for service. 


lh. T. Herr, vice president of the West- 
inghouse Electric & Mfg. Co., answered 
Mr. Griffin’s letter by saying: 

We acknowledge with much gratification 
your letter of Dec. 19, advising us that our 
bladers were of some assistance to the De- 
partment in getting into commission the tur- 
bines of the S.S. Leviathan. 

We are very glad that this company should 
have been able to render a timely and valu- 
able service to the country on the occasion 
named. 

Even though the work was done under 
the stress of war conditions, it was so well 
done that a rigid inspection conducted by 
the U.S. Shipping Board during the recent 
reconditioning of the Leviathan for Amer- 
ica’s Merchant Marine proved the turbines 
to in very good shape. 

Francis Gibbs, commenting on this phase 
of the recent reconditioning, said: “All 
we did to the turbines was to open them, 
conduct a very thorough inspection, then 
clean and close them up.” Another per- 
sonage high up in the Gibbs Bros. organi 
zation said: “The Leviathan’s turbines are 
in fit condition to break world’s records 
anywhere.” 

It was the original work done on the tur 
bines by the Navy and under their super 
vision that made it possible for the Levia- 
than to attain twenty-three knots on the 
return of her first trial trip to Cuba m 
1917, six knots faster than the Germans 
ever achieved in service, and later main 
tain a speed of twenty to twenty-one knots 
hourly in transport service; then, quite 
recently, to establish a new world’s record 
of 687 miles at an average speed of 27.48 
knots, and attain a speed for one hour at 
28.04 knots, over eleven knots faster than 
the Vaterland ever achieved in service. an 
2.20 knots faster than the speed achieved. 
for a short duration, during the original 
trial run in the North Sea in April, 1914. 
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Tractive Resistance 
of Roads Research 


T° many who are unacquainted with the 

ways in which the War Department 
and the Army are showing their great in- 
terest in the development of a national 
highway system, the remarks of Secretary 
of War Weeks at the recent dedication of 
the zero milestone in Washington, D.C., 
are apt to seem far more meaningless than 
js really the case. 

The Quartermaster Tractive Resistance 
of Roads Research is a specific example of 
a valuable return to the tax-paying pub- 
lic from the Army’s peace-time activities. 
By combining its efforts toward training 
its officers in the leading educational insti- 
tutions, with research for fundamental 
data seriously needed by the highway and 
automotive engineering industries, the 
Quartermaster Corps found such ready co- 
operation, first from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and the Commit- 
tee on Economic Theory of Highway Im- 
provement, and later from the Engineering 
Division, National Research Council; the 
Bureau of Public Roads, Department of 
Agriculture; the Connecticut Highway 
Commission; the Department of Public 
Works, Commonwealth of Massachusetts ; 
the Society of Automotive Engineers, Har- 
yard and Yale universities and the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, that a two-year pro- 
gram of intensive study of sliding and roll- 
ing friction now finds expression in the 
theses submitted by Maj. Mark L. Ireland, 
Q.M.C., director of the research; 1st Lt. 
F. I. Maslin, Q°M.C., and ist Lt. H. C. 
Mitchell, Q.M.C., research assistants. Maj. 
Ireland and Lt. Maslin were awarded the 
degrees of Doctor of Philosophy and Mas- 
ter of Science in Engineering respectively 
by the University of Michigan on June 18, 
and Lt. Mitchell has been awarded the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Science in mechanical 
engineering by the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. 

The program involved a month of test- 

ing the internal resistance of six Army 
and commercial motor vehicles on the 
chassis drum dynamometer in Mason Lab- 
oratory of Yale University, some 530 road 
tests; also overland runs between Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and Yale, 
and from Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology to the University of Michigan, Ann 
Arbor, Mich., the latter run of 915 miles 
being under winter operating conditions. 
The road tests covered ten varieties of 
highway surface in various states of main- 
tenance at temperatures from freezing to 
above 100° F., wet and dry, and with ice 
and snow present. Steel, solid and pneu- 
matic tires were tested, including some 
eighteen varieties of sizes, widths and 
treads. The vehicles carried loads from 
0 to 150 per cent. of their rated capacities. 
Aided by the staff of the general library of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
a 350-page digest of the literature of the 
United States, the British dominions and 
western Europe upon tractive resistance 
and related subjects has been prepared 
from the leading reports of the research 
party. 
* The U.S. Bureau of Public Roads sup- 
plied the services of three engineers for a 
period of approximately nine months and 
the Quartermaster Corps employed two 
ex-M.I.T. students for a year as research 
assistants. The work involved large con- 
tributions in cash and in services, supplies, 
ete, on the part of the contributing agen- 
cles and was conducted under the super- 
vision and advice of a sub-committee on 
tractive resistance to the main Committee 
on Economie Theory of Highway Improve- 
ment of the National Research Council. In 
addition much valuable assistance has been 
Teceived from the technical service depart- 
Ments of the United States Tire Co., and 
the Kelley-Springfield, Goodyear and -Fire- 
stone companies, the International (Mack) 
Motor Co., the Portland Cement Associa- 
tio and the Barber Asphalt Co. Especial 
ctedit is due to Col. D. C. Jackson, Engrs., 
O.R.C.. head of the electrical engineering 
department, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and Prof. C. A. Adams, Har- 
vard University, ex-chairman and the or- 
fanizer of the engineering division, Na- 
tional Research Council, for promoting the 
undertaking, and to Dr. H. C. Dickinson, 
research manager, Society of Automotive 
Engineers. for technical advice;. also to 
Prof. E. H. Lockwood of Yale for his lab- 
oratory work. 

he appreciation of the part played by 
the Quartermaster Corps is shown by the 
action of the sub-committee in distinguish- 
ing this research from others of the past 
or future by officially adopting the name 
of the Quartermaster Tractive Resistance 


of Roads Research, in recognition of the 
generous support from the Quartermaster 
Corps. 

Much attention has been given in recent 
years to an organized effort for the promo- 
tion of highway and highway transport ed- 
ucation in the schools, colleges and uni- 
versities of the country. At the Univer- 
sity of Michigan a special department for 
graduate study in special courses in these 
tields has been developed. 

The Army appears, therefore, to be enti- 
tled to the credit for the first doctor’s de- 
gree’ which has been conferred anywhere 
for specialization in highway transport. 
The standing accorded to the results 
achieved is indicated by the election of 
Maj. Ireland to full membership in the 
honorary research organization, the So- 
ciety of the Sigma Xi. He has been pre- 
vionsly awarded the D.S.M. for his ser- 
vices as chief of the repair division, office 
of the director of the Motor Transport 
Corps, A.E.F., Sept. 4, to Dec. 31, 1918. 


National Guard Training 
at Camp Devens, Mass. 


GPECTACULAR grenade attack on a 

machine gun nest under cover of a 
smoke screen, in which several hundred 
phospherus grenades for hand and rifle 
were used, was demonstrated by a platoon 
of grenadier for the benefit of one brigade 
of Infantry consisting of the 104th and 
181st Infantry, 26th Division, N.G., at 
Camp Devens, under command of Col. 
Paul Norton. As the brigade marched 
back to its quarters, a surprise gas at- 
tack with tear gas was launched. 

The gas demonstration was given under 
direction of Maj. Paul Moulton, C.W.S., 
O.R.C. All other phases of gas warfare 
in which the Chemical Warfare Service 
functions were demonstrated for the in- 
siruction of all troops in camp, including 
the R.O.T.C., units of the National Giard, 
staffs of all units and the general head- 
quarters, 

An entire company of the 13th Infantry, 
U.S.A., launched an attack over a large 
area, two platoons making the assault, 
with another in reserve. They were sup- 
ported by all arms, including tanks, one- 
pounder cannon, machine gunners and 
airplanes. The student officers who wit- 
nessed the attack were greatly impressed. 


Gen. Pershing on Extensivé 
Inspection Trip 
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that this country would ever become in- 
volved in the greatest war of all times? 
And who can tel] what will happen in ten 
years from now? 

“Tt is clearly the duty of every citizen 
to sce that this country is never again ir 
such a deplorable condition as it was in 
1917. By your presence here to-day it is 
apparent that as far as you are concerned 
this country will not depend upon any 
allies for its defense for over a year, as we 
did in the World War. I do not know what 
would have happened if the allies had not 
been able to hold the enemy for a year 
while we were preparing. I wouid not 
attempt to picture what would have hap- 
pened to us if we would have been eailed 
upon to meet the enemy in the field 1mme- 
diately upon the declaration of war. 

“When you complete your courses I 
hope that you will go into either the Na- 
tional Guard or the Reserves. If I had 
the opportunity I think I would join the 
National Guard, on account of the asso- 
ciation and the opportunity you will have 
for development. 

“By your work in these camps you are 
a class set apart from those who are not 
preparing to exercise the highest duty 
of citizenship. Your work here not only 
means much to yourself, but to the coun- 
try. You are entitled to wear a distin- 
guishing badge. I hope you will organize 
clubs at home and thus become centers 
from which patriotism radiates. Groups 
of good citizens like you can do much to 
keen up the morale of the country. 

“You are very fortunate in having Gen. 
Fiske as your commander. It was he who 
directed the training of our troops over- 
seas. I want to congratulate both him 
and you upon your splendid appearance 
on to-day’s review.” 

The rain interfered with an address 
that he expected to deliver to the entire 
command at Mt. Gretna. However, at 
dinner in the evening Gen. Pershing de- 
livered a heart to heart talk to the officers 
at the mess. 

He said he was thrilled with the oppor- 


tunity to meet the members of the cld 
28th Division. He described how ty its 
conduct on the battlefields in France it 
had fully sustained the fame of the great 
state of Pennsylvania in the wars to pre- 
serve the country. 

What pleased him the most was to 
meet officers and men who had not only 
served with distinction in the war, but 
had been in the Guard previous to the war. 
All of them, he said, could have consistent- 
ly, on account of their war record, retired 
with honor. The country owes them a 
great debt, in the time when it was war- 
tired, for their services in the reconstruc- 
tion of the National Guard. Without such 
men, he insisted, the amended National 
Defense act would not be a success. 

In conclusion, he congratulated Gen. 
Price and the other officers for the high 
state of morale of the troops at the review 
which was conducted under such unfavor- 
able circumstances. 


Midshipman and Cadet 
Service for Longevity 
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is seen in the suit brought by a distin- 
guished Kansas law firm to establish the 
right of former cadets and midshipmen ap- 
pointed from Kansas to state compensation 
for service in the World War notwith- 
standing they belong to the Regular Estab- 
lishment and part of their service was ren- 
dered in the national academies. The Kan- 
gas attorneys, advised through the columns 
of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of the 
points of argument made by Ansell & 
Bailey in the Noce case, requested a copy 
of the brief in that case, which was closely 
followed in the Kansas case, and will 
doubtless be used in similar cases in many 
other states. The attorneys in writing to 
Gen. Ansell recently expressed their thanks 
and said: 

We have quoted liberally from your brief. 
You will observe that we have not only adopted 
your authorities, but also your argument almost 
verbatim, and but for your kindness we would 
not have had the time to prepare our brief. 


The Kansas attorney general seems per. 
suaded by the presentation, for he said in 
his brief: 

I think it may be admitted that the United 
States Military Academy at West Point is a 
branch of the Army of the United States and 
that the cadets in attendance in that academy 
are members of the Army of the United States. 
The brief of Messrs. Amidon, Buckland, Hart & 
Porter sets that out clearly. 


The brief pointed out that the Army was 
all one, and that Kansas could not credit- 
ably discriminate against her citizens who 
served in the Regular Establishment, say- 
ing: 

Two of the petitioners entered the academy 
subsequent to the declaration of war. We do 
not think the fact that these petitioners selected 
the Army and Navy as a profession should be 
ground for discrimination against them. The 
history of casualties shows that the Regular 
divisions suffered the most, but this should not 
be used as an argument to disparage the fight- 
ing qualities of the National Guard and Na- 
tional Army Divisions. One soldier is -entitled 
to as much credit and recognition as another. 
They were not allowed to choose the site of 
their activities, but were told where and when 
to go, and all alike were equally zealous to 
meet the enemy. We do not believe that this 
court will consider for a moment the idea of 
discriminating against the very small number 
of “Regulars,” who will be allowed to par- 
ticipate in the compensation. The first Amer- 
icans to lose their lives in battle were always 
members of the Regular Establishment. 


The argument then concluded with the 
closing tribute of the Noce brief to West 
Point and Annapolis cadet service as fol- 
lows: 

Cadet and midshipman service at 
West Point and Annapolis, however 
tested—whether by its devotedness, its 
arduousness, its intellectual and physi- 
cal requirements, its efficiency of re- 
sults as shown throughout the history 
of the Army and the Nation, or by 
any other consideration—is military 
service in every real and actual sense. 
This is a truth to which our govern- 
ment has upon all occasions given offi- 
cial expression and which is estab- 
lished in the general recognition of 
our people. If it be said that this 
particular service is but preparatory 
in character, it can truthfully be re- 
joined that it is no more so than any 
other military service not in the face 
of the enemy. All military service 
consists (1) in preparing to face the 
enemy, and (2) in facing him. The 
history of our Army and of our Navy 
shows that service at West Point and 
Annapolis results in unexcelled prep- 
aration for facing the enemy and in 
unexcelled performance in facing 
him.” 


Filing Claim for 
Rental Allowance 


OMMUNICATIONS which have bees 

received by the Claims department of 
the ARMY AND Navy JournatL indicate 
that perhaps the Comptroller’s decisions 
on rental allowances have affected the 
largest number of officers in the Services. 
It is impossible to estimate just how much 
the Comptroller General has reduced the 
income of officers by these opinions, but 
there is no doubt that it will run up to 
a million dollars or more. 
_ The rental allowance during the discus- 
sion of the Pay bill by Congress was ree- 
ognized as a part of the pay of the Ser- 
vice. It was a provision which was in- 
tended to make the pay of the Service 
elastic, so that it could be adjusted, at 
least in a measure, to fit the various con- 
ditions under which officers served. 

The facilitate the filing of claims before 
the court under this head, the subjoined 
form is printed. Any officer who sub- 
mits a blank filled out as suggested places 
himself under no financial obligation. ‘The 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL will turn over 
to Ansell and Bailey, who will, without 
cost to the officer, advise him as to what 
appear to be his rights under the law. 

The Court of Claims recessed for the 
summer without announcing a decision in 
the case of Noce versus the United States, 
which involves the question of longevity 
credit for service in the Military Academy. 
It is stated that the court will hand down 
this decision in October. It should be 
understood that the recess of the Court in 
no way interferes with bringing suits and 
filing claims in the Court. In fact, at- 
torneys generally prepare their cases dur- 
ing the recess of Court, so that they can 
be taken up immediately upon its being re- 
convened. Officers who are contemplating 
taking up anything with the Claims De- 
partment of the Army AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, should not postpone action on ac- 
count of the recess of the Court of Claims. 
It will require considerable time to secure 
an opinion from Ansell and Bailey and 
prepare any papers that may be filed with 
the Court.

First Unit of Army Medical 
School Near Completion 


ACCORDING to Capt. Harry Thurber, 
Q.M.C., the first unit of the Army 
Medical School, which is in course of con- 
struction at Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital Reservation, Washington, ‘D.C., will 
be ready for occupancy about Aug. 1. 
The unit now nearing completion will cost 
$450,000 and will be the south wing. Thé 
north wing, and the connecting wing which 
will face 14th street, will be added later. 
The building will be a four-story fireproof 
structure and its heating and ventilation 
system will be the most modern obtainable. 
The medical equipment to be installed 
in the hospital will be complete in every 
detail. _ Laboratories for the different hos- 
pital sections, operating rooms and an X- 
ray unit will compose part of the equip- 
ment of the new hospital. In addition, a 
vaccine unit will be established in which 
vaccine for both the Army and the Publie 
Health Service will be cultured. 

When the three wings are completed 
the Army will possess probably the finest 
medical center of its kind in the world. 
Such a medical center has been the dream 
of Army Medical officers for years, and 
the completion of the first building nnit at 
Walter Reed is the first step in the reali- 
zation of an Army medical center. 
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Competitive Exams. 
for Coast Guard 


OMMENCING Sept. 10, 1923, the 

United States Coast Guard will hel? 
competitive examinations for appointment 
of cadet engineers at fifteen designated 
places throughout the country. Young 
men between the ages of 18 to 23 years are 
eligible for appointment, provided they 
can pass the required mental and physical 


tests. A person who has passed his twen- 
ty-third birthday on the .date of this ex- 
amination, however, is ineligible. 

Following the physical tests the ments} 
examination for cadet engineers will take 
two or three days. Applicants for cadet- 
ships who present satisfactory certificates 
that they have completed the equivalent of 
a four-year high school course and re- 
ceived fourteen credits in subjects pre- 
scribed by headquarters will be required 
to take a written examination only in 
mathematics (algebra and geomeiry), his- 
tory and English. Those applicants who 
do not present certificates showing that 
they have had the equivalent of the pre- 
scribed fourteen credits will be required 
to take an examination in the following 
subjects: Mathematics (algebra and geom- 
etry), history, English, physics or chem- 
istry or general science, Latin or German 
or French or Spanish, and general infor- 
mation. Coast Guard headquarters urge 
that prospective candidates file their ap- 
plications at once, in order that each ap- 
plicant may be advised whether or not he 
will be required to take the qualifying ex- 
amination. 

The cadet engineers are trained and edu- 
cated at the Coast Guard Academy at New 
London, Conn., and each summer they are 
taken on an extended practice cruise. 
Their pay and allowances are the same as 
those cf midshipmen in the Navy, that is, 
$780 per annum and one ration per day. 
Upon graduation, after three years at tho 
Academy, a cadet engineer is commissioned 
an ensign (engineering). The commissioned 
officers of the Coast Guard rank with offi- 
cers in the Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
and receive corresponding pay and allow- 
ances for each grade. 

As there are an unusually large number 
of vacancies this year the opportunities 
are particularly favorable. Probably all 
gandidates who pass the examination will 
Preceive appointments. Successful appli- 
eants will report at the Academy about 
three weeks after the close of the examina- 
tion. The examinations will be held at 
the following places: 

Boston. New London. New York, Phila- 
delphia, Washington. Norfolk, Savannah, 
Key West. Mobile. Galveston, Buffalo, De- 
troit. Chicago, San Francisco, Seattle, 
should sufficient applicants be designated 
nt these cities to warrant holding such ex- 
amination, and such other places as may 
be designated.

Immediate descent was 
necessary. All around him were the other 
planes of the formation. In his predica- 
ment they seemed uncomfortably close. 
Below him was the harbor, full of ship- 
ping; on either side the land that meant 
certain accident if he should land on it 
with his seaplane. By skilfully employing 
his ailerons and a judicious use of his en- 
gine power, Griggs was able to reach the 
water without mishap, avoiding all the 
surface craft. To taxi to the station, 
winding in and out of the numerous craft 
at anchor, was a stiff job, but the pilot 
did it, broken rudder and all.

EAR ADM. ALBERT P. NIBLACK, 

U.S.N., who recently relinquished duty 
as commander of the 6th Naval District 
and as commander of the Navy Yard, 
Charleston, S.C., will retire from active 
service July 25, 1923, on aeczount of the 
age limit, after a notable record of service 
of forty-seven years. He has received the 
following decorations for his services in 
the Mediterranean during the World War: 
Distinguished Service Medal of the U.S. 
Navy; C.M.G., C.V.O., K.C.M.G., from 
the British government; French, Com- 
mander Legion of Honor; Portuguese, 
Grand Officer of Avis; Italian, Commander 
of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus; Japanese, 
Sacred Treasure; Serbian, Military Order 
of the White Eagle with Swords, and civil 
order, the Cordon of the White Eagle; Sul- 
tan of Morocco, Grand Officer of Ouissam 
Alouite; Bey of Tunis, Commander of 
Niftar Ishtecar. 

Admiral Niblack wag born in Indiana, 
July 25, 1859, and entered the Naval 
Academy from Indiana in 1876. He was 
graduated in 1880 in the last class of the 
old sail and spar period. To the next 
class (’81) was applied the law assigning 
graduates to the various corps of the Navy 
to fill vacancies. He served on the South 
Pacific station 1880-82 during the war be- 
tween Chile and Peru, and on the North 
Atlantic station in 1883. He was one of 
the officers selected for a special course of 
training in exploring work at the Smith- 
sonian Institution, and in 1884-7 was en- 
gaged in hydrographic and exploring work 
in Alaska, one of the results of which was 
his contribution to ethnology in “The 
Coast Indians of Alaska and Northern 
British Columbia” and commendation for 
saving the crew of the American ship 
Ocean King, which foundered off the north- 
west coast in May, 1887. He served in 
the U.S.S. Dolphin, then as flag lieuten-

ant of the North Atlantic Squadron 
aboard the U.S.S. New York, and as in- 
spector of the Naval Militia, 1895-6; go. 
ing as naval attaché to Berlin, Rome and 
Vienna in September, 1896, until the Span. 
ish-American War in -1898, in which he 
served in the blockade of the north coast 
of Cuba and participated in the battle of 


Nipa Bay. 

Adm. Niblack was transferred to the 
Asiatic station in 1899 and participo.ud 
in the suppression of the Philippine insur- 
rection, during which he commanded naval 


landing parties, in the taking of Lloilo, in 
the battle of Rabon river, and in the tak. 
ing of San Tomas. He also participated 
in the taking of Vigan, and served in the 
North China expeditionary forces during 
the Boxer campaign. He was secretary 
to the commission to locate a naval sta- 
tion in the Philippine Islands and subse. 
quently as a member of the board to plan 
the naval station. He was the first in- 
spector of target practice in the U.S, 
Navy, in 1901-2, and subsequently com- 
manded the U.S.S. Iroquois stationed in 
the Hawaiian Islands from 1903-06. He 
commanded the U.S.S. Hartford 1907-09, 
the U.S.S. Tacoma 1909-10, and served as 
U.S. naval attaché to Argentine, Brazil 
and Chile 1910-11, being transferred on 
Jan. 1, 1912, as naval attaché to Berlia 
and The Hague, where he served wtil 
July 1, 1913. 

He was in command of the U.S.S. Mich- 
igan. where he participated in the taking 
of Vera Cruz, and his ship won the battle 
efficiency pennant for the year 1915. He 
was identified with the Naval War Col- 
lege for a number of years both as a stu- 
dent and as a lecturer, and graduated 
from that institution December, 1916. At 
the outbreak of the World War, Adm. Nib- 
lack was in command of a division and 
afterwards a squadron in the Battleship 
Fleet, which was engaged in training en- 
gineers and firemen for the rapidly in- 
creasing personnel. In October, 1917, he 
was transferred to command of the U.S. 
forces based on Gibraltar, in escorting 
convoys to England and to the Mediterra- 
nean, and continued in command during 
the remainder of the war, being then trans- 
ferred to command of the U.S. naval frres 
in the eastern Mediterranean and as mem- 
ber of the naval committee of the Adriatic 
to receive the surrender of the Austro- 
Hungarian navy. He served as director 
of naval intelligence 1919-20 and as naval 
attaché in London. His last sea service 


afloat was as vice admiral in command of 
the U.S. naval forces in European waters. 
Rear Adm. Niblack’s unusual diplomatic 


eareer has been due to the utilization by 
the Navy Department of his professional, 
social and linguistic abilities in the naval 
intelligence service, for which he has 
shown marked fitness.

years ago, but Sgt. Forbes says that he does 
not forget that a soldier is at the service of 
the people all the time. Sgt. Forbes served 
in France during the war and was wounded 
at Chateau-Thierry.

New York City 
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Pacifists Misdirecting Their 
Fire 


LMOST immediately upon the an- 

nouncement of Mr. Bok’s $100,000 

prize contest for a practicable sug- 
gestion for the prevention .of war in the 
future the so-called No More War Demon- 
stration rushed into the public prints with 
its half-baked and impractical proposition 
that the abolition of armed forces, even 
against revolutionary risings, would solve 
the situation. 

To make such a proposal, that the tak- 
ing away of weapons from governmental 
administrations and the agents of law and 
order would make for safety and security 
from eonflicts started by professional gun 
men and revolver toters, that the disarm- 
ing of civilized peoples would maintain 
the superiority and the position of well- 
organized nations in the face of unprinci- 
pled and uncivilized hordes of savage, un- 
civilized or “direct action” groups—to 
make such a proposal is as impracticable 
and unsound as to legislate against rob- 
bery, to establish juries to indict robbers, 
and to maintain courts to apply laws 
against robbing without having sheriffs to 
apprehend or gaolers to confine. 

Yet, probably the most startling part of 
this sudden solution of the problem comes 
in the explanatory remarks appended to 
the program: “Up to the present,” says 
this organization, “the militarist has been 
in the saddle.” The militarist is certainly 
not in the saddle in the United States, 
with a puny hundred-odd thousand sol- 
diers for the defense of over a hundred 
million population, nor in England with 
its three hundred thousand soldiers to pro- 
tect the far-flung interests and police the 
scattered colonies. ‘ 

The militarist is never in the saddle in 
any constitutionally governed country like 
ours, where the military, by law and by 
practice, is carefully subordinated to civil 
authority. A professor in a college said 
the other day that the militarists were in 
control in Berlin in 1914 and forced Ger- 
many into a war that was not wanted, erro- 
neously continuing the war-time distinc- 
tion between “the German people” and 
“the vast military organization” which was 
useful as propaganda but inaccurate as to 
facts; and then was forced to admit that 
their advice was taken, but that the re- 
sponsibility rested with the German popu- 
lation which expressed its will in constitu- 
tional ways. 

The militarist in the saddle indeed! 

How antiquatedly some of these profes- 
sorial gentlemen talk! Perhaps they are 
so steeped in history that they think the 
old dynastic wars of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. conducted by professiona} armies, 
are still in vogue. Perhaps they are so 


“liberal” and so “pacifist” in their opin- 
ions that they must condemn the military 


even for the things for which the military 
is not responsible. 


Anti-Militarists’ Worn-out Theory 


T is time that we got over this old- 

fashioned notion that military men 
make wars. It is a theory that has often 
been advanced, bat has no truth in mod- 
ern times. To argue that because a man 
is trained to fight he wants to fight is 
specious logic. ‘To argue that military 
men want wars and bring them about is 
to fall into an elementary fallacy of fail- 
ing to regard a plurality of causes. Fresh- 
men in college acquainted with the simple 
texts of Jevons and Jones think more ac- 
curately than that. 

Even to argue that military operations 
are possible only because there are mili- 
tary men is to animadvert in a false and 
frivolous fashion. There is a difference 
between cause and means. And the causes 
of war «re other than military, however 
military the means may be. 

One of the most distinguished and syc- 
cessful college history teachers of the pres- 
ent day has remarked that the causes of 
war are principally economic imperialism, 
trade rivalries, modern democratic nation- 
alism and belligerent press propaganda ; 
and has further remarked that nationalistic 
prejudices and war-time psychology are 
merely adjuncts useful in creating a state 
{f mind that takes occasion for war. 


International Economics at Fault 


HE fundamental causes of modern wars 

are to be found in the field of interna- 
tional economics, commerce and trade. 
Every armed conflict of the past fifty years 
can be attributed to a fundamental eco- 
nomic motive. So long as these causes 
persist there will be wars—wars between 
well-trained armies of well-prepared na- 
tions, or wars between hastily improvised 
and inefficient armies of unprepared na- 
tions. 

The way to eliminate war is not to at- 
tack the military man, but to attack the 
international, banker and the international 
trader and the national statesman who for- 
mulate and enforce those foreign policies 
which make for war. 

Before reducing or eliminating armies, 
those who would avoid war must first tem- 
per and guide foreign policy so that no 
causes of war will arise. Armies are but 
the tools of statesmen and the servants 
of national policy. To abolish them in 
any one country without first abolishing 
those policies which may make for war 
would be to commit national suicide. 

The desire to avoid war may be correct, 
the motive behind the wish may be con- 
scientious enough, but the partisan shots 
of the pacifists are directed at the wrong 
target. The worst of it is that the mis- 
direction is not accidental, but purposeful. 
The very fact that the best program that 
ean issue from the No More War Demon- 
stration comes on a single day’s notice 
and is based upon an outworn and discred- 
ited conception demonstrates the errof of 
their attack upon purely military affairs. 
Half-baked opinions formulated in twenty- 
four hours will never win prizes worth 
$100,000. Nor should they be even seri- 
ously entertained by other persons, any 
more than they will be by the judges in 
the contest. 


Misguided Critics Prevent 
Well-Balanced Fleet 


DM. SIMS publishes an article in 

the New York Times of July 15 

making further attacks upon the 
Navy Department for its supposed con- 
servatism in regard to the development of 
naval aviation. He says in part: 

It is a matter of historical record 
that, with no exceptions, the full value 
of fundamentally new weapons has 
never been acknowledged by military 
authorities except under pressure of 
one of two influences—disaster or 
public opinion. Whenever the impor- 
tance of a new weapon becomes so 
plain that it appeals to the common 
sense of the civilian mind there will 
be something doing. 

The Navy Department comes in for a 
full share of unwarranted criticism along 
this general line. 

Adm. Fullam has adopted similar “swat. 
ting” tactics in recent articles in this pa- 
per and McClure’s Magazine. We deplore 
such efforts to undermine the faith of the 
public in the Navy and the Department. 
No good can come from it, but much harm 
may ultimately result. The two admirals 
apparently are not familiar with what is 
being done to develop our naval air power. 
Much that they criticise the Department 
for not doing is actually being done or be- 
ing attempted. Their fundamental fal- 
lacy is an assumption that the Depart- 


ment and the Navy fail to appreciate the 
value of naval air power equally well with 
themselves. The basis of their criticism 
seems to be that the Department fails to 
do what is manifestly impracticable. For 
example, we note the fantastic suggestion 
that we should build airplane carriers with 
money saved from that now used to main- 
tain battleships. Imagine the effect upon 
the country of putting all battleships out 
of commission and building plane carriers 
with the surplus naval budget; meantime 
the country remaining practically defense- 
less. Can anyone pretend to believe that 
the Navy Department could presuade Con- 
gress to take such a course? 


Air Power Not Cheap 


HERE are many fallacies in the argu- 

ments of both admirals. One of these 
is that air power is cheap. Naval air 
power is very much more expensive than 
naval surface power. The argument that 
is becoming rather overdone is that be- 
cause an airplane is capable of sinking a 
battleship, the battleship is out of date, 
and that we need plane carriers instead. 
An oxy-acetylene torch is capable of sink- 
ing an airplane carrier. Is then the plane 
carrier out of date, and should we go in 
for oxy-acetylene torch carriers instead? 
The weakness of the torch theory, just as 
in the bombing plane theory, lies in the 
difficulty of effectively applying the latent 
power. 

For example, a plane carrier cannot 
possibly be of any use unless it has means 
of launching planes, and its use is very 
limited indeed unless it has facilities for 
landing planes on its decks. The over- 
coming of these two vital difficulties has 
been a development of years, in which the 
Navy Department took the initiative long 
before either of the admirals, now so loud 
in their criticism of the Department, made 
their voices heard in advocacy of air 
power. 


Bombs, or Guns 


IX the final_analysis, the argument of 

the air radicals bears little relation to 
battleships, though they have selected that 
type for a target. Their argument is ba- 
sically against the gun. If the bombing 
and torpedo planes are as effective as they 
maintain, why stop at the battleship in 
abolishing guns? The same arguments are 
equally good for cruisers, destroyers, mine 
layers and all the other numerous naval 
types. In his recent article Adm. Sims 
suggests making the new cruisers plane 
carriers instead of gun carriers. Why 
stop at cruisers? It is just here that 
one of the greatest of the air radical fal- 
lacies lies. 

Types of air planes capable of offense 
against ships—bombers and torpedo planes 
—are much larger, more difficult to handle 
on board ship, and much more vulnerable 
in the air, than the types of planes capa- 
ble of offense against aircraft, and hence 
capable of defending ships. A fleet of all 
types of riaval units upon which planes 
had been entirely substituted for guns 
would be helpless against a fleet compris- 
ing the same numbers and sizes of units 
upon which gun power was retained as the 
main means of offense. The latter fleet 
would be quite capable of carrying a suffi- 
cient number of small fighting types of 
planes to neutralize completely the offen- 
sive power of the exclusively air power 
fleet. . 

In other words, what is required is a 
balanced fleet. Not one whose fighting 
power is impaired by a deficiency in any 
particular type of weapon—gun, torpedo, 
bomb, mine, or what not. The former is 
what naval authorities are endeavoring to 
develop and what misguided criticism may 
easily prevent through shaking public 
confidence in the Navy Department. If 
the critics are sincerely desirous of assist- 
ing the Navy in obtaining the great rein- 
forcement of air power which it unques- 
tionably needs, they will keep in touch 
with the developments which are actually 
going forward and co-operate with instead 
of inadvisedly attacking the Department. 


Absurd Views on Defense by 
Mr. Madden of Illinois 


EPRESENTATIVE MARTIN B. 

MADDEN of Illinois, just before 

he sailed for Europe recently, was 
quoted as saying that he believed the Pre- 
sidio of San Francisco, Calif., shouid be 
sold, and that as the Army ha? no use 
for it, and it was worth about $20,000,000, 
its sale would be proper. 

Nothing could be more absurd and silly 
than the above statement attributed to 
Mr. Madden, who is chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee. He is 
evidently ignorant on the subdjec* upon 
which he is credited with speaking, or he 


would have known that the Presidio of 
San Francisco is one of the most unportant 
military posts in the United States and 
absolutely necessary for defense. 

Far from any desire to dispose of the 
fortification, the War -Department would 
add additional land to the reservation and 
improve it. It is worth many times more 
than $20,000,000 to the Pacific coast as 
an insurance for preparedness against ap 
enemy, and we do not believe that Mr, 
Madden will find many supporters in Con. 
gress for the abandonment and sale of this 
highly important military post. it is 
true that he desires to sell this important 
fortification, why not propose to sell al] 
the other Army posts? It would be just 
about as logical. 

In marked contrast to the ignorant and 
foolish statement quoted to Mr. Madden 
are the sound views expressed by Congregs- 
man Julius Kahn of California, chairman 
of the Military Affairs Committee of the 
House. 

Mr. Kahn, when shown the press dis- 
patch quoting Mr. Madden, denounced any 
proposition to sell the Presidio as prepos- 
terously silly, and said he could hardly be- 
lieve that such a suggestion had been serij- 
ously made. “The people of San Francisco 
and the whole Pacific coast,” said Mr. 
Kahn, “need have no fear, for the suggest- 
ed sale, if it were made, is absurd.” 

Addition to the present acreage of the 
Presidio, instead of the sale of any part 
of it, has been the recommendation of 
Chiefs of Staff of the Army for the past 
twenty-five years, Congressman Kahn 
pointed out. 

In times of war millions of dollars would 
be saved the people of the United States 
if more such military reservations were 
owned by the Government. Congressman 
Kahn pointed out, and he also drew atten- 
tion to the vast sums spent by the War 
Department for training sites during the 
World War. 

“We would fight any such movement to 
sell the Presidio to a standstill,” Mr. Kahn 
said, “and we would win, for Congress 
knows as well as do the people of the west 
coast that the Presidio of San Francisco 
is the military outpost which spells se- 
curity to the people of California.” 


Gen. Rickards Pleased 
With New England Trip 


ON returning to Washington from his 

recent visit to Camp Devens, Peeks- 
kill and Mt. Gretna, Maj. Gen. George C. 
Rickards, Chief of the Militia Bureau of 
the War Department, expressed himself as 
being greatly pleased with what he had 
observed at the National Guard camps. 
Looking at things from a general point of 
view, the general declared that both offi- 
cers and men possessed a high state of 
morale, their matériel was in excellent con- 
dition and their maneuvers showed that 
they had all been working intelligently. 
At Camp Devens there were about 6,500 
men in training, at Peekskill an Infantry 
brigade and at Mt. Gretna approximately 
5.500. The general expects to make a 
similar trip through Maryland, New Jer- 
sey and to Tobyhanna, and is planning to 
leave Washington about July 27. 


Gen. N. A. Miles, U.S.A., to 
Be Guest of 5th Infantry 


T. GEN. NELSON A. MILES, U.S.A. 

retired, distinguished in the Civil, In- 
dian and Spanish-American Wars, has 
been tendered an invitation to be the guest 
of the 5th U.S. Infantry at Camp Devens. 
Mass., on July 25. The 5th Infantry, one 
of the oldest and most famous of our Reg- 
ular Army units, annually celebrates this 
date. Gen. Miles, while holding the rank 
of colonel, commanded the 5th from 1 
to 1880, during which time the regiment 
was engaged in Indian campaigns. Col. 
Harry FE. Knight, the present C.O., has 
invited the general to be the guest of honor 
of his old command at its celebration. 

In his reply Gen. Miles says: “It wou 
indeed give me great pleasure to be with 
you and your splendid command July ~. 
I congratulate you on being the head of 
what I regard the best regiment on earth. 
It has a wonderful record for more than 
a hundred years. I have seen it in many 
severe campaigns and in many scenes 
victory. If I am where I can go to your 
celebration it will surely give me great 
pleasure to be there. If I cannot go there 
at that time I hope to visit your com 
mand in the near future. It would seem 
like going home to visit you with my ol 
regiment in my native state. With best 
wishes and highes regards for all, I re 
main, NeEtson A. MILES. 
Gen. Miles is one of the last of the great 
fighters and Indian campaigners to whose 
courage and ability the country owes a 
debt which can never be paid and is s* 
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dom even thought of. But for that little 
force of men, poorly equipped, poorly 
armed, often poorly fed, composing our 
tegular Army of old days, the country 
west of the Mississippi, overrun by sav- 
ages and bandits, would not have been de- 
veloped as it is to-day. Gen. Miles is 
among the most notable officers, who made 
history in the hardest kind of campaigns 
on the dreary plains. 

The 5th Infantry, Gen. Miles’s old com- 
mand, now stationed at Camp Devens, be- 
gan its career in 1808 and has been in 
continuous service ever since. It has par- 
ticipated in all the wars of the United 
States since its organization.

manding officer thereof will report his doubt 
through intermediate commanders to the com- 
mander of the department, corps area, District 
of Washington, army, or other force having 
Similar administrative authority, who will con- 
Yene a board of three medical officers to in- 
vestigate and adjudge the matter. If the hos-

Ii—tTypes of Automatic Guns Defined.—The 
following defifinitions of automatic guns and 
the several types thereof are published for the 
information and guidance of all concerned: 

1. Automatic Guns.—aAll automatic firearms 
using the service rifle cartridge or a similar 
one will be classified collectively as automatic 
guns. This specific designation is made in 
order to distinguish this class of weapons from 
such other classes of small arms, cannon and 
others not automatic in action. Automatic guns 
consist of the types described in the following 
paragraphs. 

2. The Semi-automatic Rifle—The semi-au- 
tomatic rifle is an automatic gun of the shoulder 
type intended when perfected to replace the 
service rifle as the individual firearm of the 
Infantry soldier. A semi-automatic rifle fires 
one shot for each squeeze of the trigger, but it 
differs from the service rifle in that it is self 


loading. The limit of weight is about ten 
pounds. _ Such @ weapon suitable for issue to 
the service has not been developed at the 


present time. 

3. The Automatic Rifle—The automatic rifle 
is an automatic gun of light weight which is 
capable of rapid, continuous fire for periods of 
short duration, and is individually served. It 
is of such construction that it may be fired 
from the shoulder or the hip. It differs from 
the service rifle and the semi-automatic rifle 
in that by one continuous squeeze of the trigger 
it will load, fire and eject cartridges auto- 
matically until the supply in each magazine 
is exhausted. The automatic rifle is usually 
provided with a simple mechanism which will 
permit it to be fired semi-automatically. It is 
ordinarily without a special device for cooling. 
A representative type is the Browning auto- 
matic rifle, caliber .30, model 1918. 

4. The Machine Rifle—The machine rifle is 
an automatic gun similar in its principal. func- 
tions and characteristics to the automatic rifle, 
and is individually served. The machine rifle 
is heavier than the automatic rifle and has a 
special cooling device which enables it to main- 
tain continuous fire for periods of longer dura- 
tion than those of the automatic rifle, although 
its cooling system does not permit of long 
periods of sustained fire at a rate of 250 shots 
per minute without becoming overheated. The 
weight of the machine rifle, which is usually 
between 18 and 30 pounds, and its construction 
require that it should be supported by a bipod 
or a tripod to insure accurate and effective 
fire. A representative type is the Browning 
Machine Rifle, caliber .30, Model 1922, which 
is now being manufactured for issue to the 
Cavalry. Obsolete types of machine rifles are: 

Lewis Machine Gun, caliber .30, Model 1917. 

Automatic Machine Rifle, 
1909 (Benet-Mercie). 

5. The Machine Gun.—The machine gun is 
an automatic gun which is capable of main- 
taining rapid continuous fire for periods of 
long duration, and is team served. It is auto- 
matic in its action and is capable of firing at 
a rate of 400 shots or more per minute and 
of maintaining such a rate without an increase 
in dispersion great enough to endanger friendly 
troops over whose heads the fire may be di- 
rected. Such a high rate of accurate fire is 
obtained by the use of a water cooling device 
or a heavy barrel so constructed as to facilitate

the radiation of heat and by being mounted 
on a comparatively heavy and stable tripod. A 
representative of the water-cooled type is the 
Browning Machine Gun, caliber .30, Model 
1917. A representative type of the heavy barrel 
gun is the Browning Tank Machine Gun, 
caliber .30, Model 1919. 

6. The Aircraft Machine Gun.—The aircraft 
machine gun is a machine gun especially de- 
signed to be mounted on aircraft. There are 
two types, the fixed mounted and the flexibly 
mounted guns. The fixed mounted aircraft 
machine gun is similar to the machine gun for 
ground use, but it differs in the following 
essential details: It is habitually fired by me- 
chanical means which may be an integra! part 
of the firearm. This mechanical device is op- 
erated by a synchronizing mechanism which is 
an integral part of the aircraft. It is usually 
without special provision for cooling, but it 
may be equipped with an electrical device for 
heating the bolt mechanism, It is capable of 
maintaining an extremely rapid, continuous fire 
for periods of short duration. The flexibly 
mounted aircraft machine gun is usually a 
machine rifle or a machine gun modified to be 
mounted on aircraft. Mounts for aircraft ma- 
chine guns are usually an integral part of the 


aircraft. A representative type of the fixed 
mounted aircraft machine gun is the Browning 
Aircraft Machine Gun, caliber .30, Model 
1918MI. A representative type of the flexibly 


mounted aircraft machine gun is the Lewis 
Aircraft Machine Gun, caliber .30, Model 1918. 

IlI—Storage of Household Goods and Per- 
sonal Property.—Pending revision of Army 
Regulations, paragraph 2764, Manual for the 
Quartermaster Corps, 1916, is changed to read 
as follows: 

2764. Household goods and personal prop 
erty belonging to officers, warrant officers, mem- 
bers of the Army Nurse Corps, field clerks, en- 
listed men and civilian employees on duty over- 
seas or in Alaska, may be stored at one of 
the following Quartermaster Depots: Boston, 
New York, Schenectady, New Cumberland, 
Columbus, Chicago, San Antonio or San Fran- 
cisco, without reference to the Quartermaster 
General’s Office. ; 

The depot nearest to the station of person 
leaving for oversea duty will be utilized and 
will be communicated with before shipment is 
made to determine if storage space is avaulable, 
but depot storage will not be used if storage 
space is available at the station from which 
the person concerned is leaving for oversea 
duty.

PRIVATE FREELAND COMMENDED. 

G.O. 17, July 10, 1923, Fort Williams, Me. 

The commanding officer desires he padtiely 
commend Pvt, D. J. Freeland, Co. F, 5th 
for the exceptional presence of mind “i 
bravery which he exhibited in his efforts of 
saving a drowning boy (George Sullivan, age 
five and one-half years) between Simonton 
Cove and Spring Point, near Fort Preble, Me., 
on the evening of June 25, 1923. 

About 8 p.m. of June 25, 1923, some small 
children were playing on the shore near Fort 
Preble. A boat which was moored at the 
shore broke loose and carried one of the chil- 
dren out from shore. A number of soldiers 
and civilians were on the shore near by, but 
nothing unusual was noticed until the child 
(George Sullivan) either jumped or fell from 
the boat into the water twenty-five or thirty 
feet from shore. Pvt. Freeland, who was 
standing on the shore with other soldiers and 
civilians, threw off his coat and hat, swam 
out and rescued the drowning boy. After re- 
turning to the shore with the boy Pvt. Free- 
land revived him and turned him over to some 
friends to be taken home. 

The commanding officer recognizes the ex- 
ceptional presence of mind and bravery ex- 
hibited by Pvt, Freeland in his gallant rescue. 
This act not only reflects great credit upon 
Pvt. Freeland himself, but upon the entire 
U.S. Army, and is worthy of great praise.

INSIGNIA FOR 5TH CAVALRY, U.S.A. 


Memorandum 28, June 9, 1923, 5th Cav. 

This memorandum, issued at the headquarters 
of the 5th Cavalry at Fort Clark, Tex., gives the 
following explanation of the significance of the 
regimental insignia: 

(a) The crest consisting of a bundle of five 
arrows tied together with a rattlesnake skin 
having five rattls—The arrows commemorate 
the five Indian Campaigns in which the regi- 
ment was engaged, namely: In Texas, 1856- 
1860—against Cheyennes under Tall Bull in 
Kansas, Colorado and Nebraska, 1868-1871— 
against the Apaches in Arizona, 1872-1875— 
against the Northern Cheyennes in 1876— 
against the Utes in 1879. The rattlesnake is 
the Indian emblem of war. Gen. Sherman said 
the services of the regiment against the Apaches 
in Arizona “* were unequaled by that’ of any 
cavalry regiment during the Civil War.” There 
were ninety-seven (97) distinct engagements 
and skirmishes in that campaign. 

(b) The chief consisting of a white Maltese 
Cross on a black field—Symbolic of service in 
Porto Rico, that island having been originally 
known as San Juan, being named for the 
Knights of St. John, who wore a black habit 
with a white maltese cross. The embattled par- 
tition line suggests the Spanish Castle and the 
five constellations thereon the numerical desig- 
nation of the regiment. 

(c) The shield which is yellow for cavalry 
and on which is super-imposed a cross moline 

—The word Moline comes from the French 
Moulin, a mill, and the cross is called in French 
a “Fer de Moulin.” The split ends are sup- 
posed to represent the iron pieces of a mill- 
stone. The cross is symbolic of a charge by 
the regiment in the battle of Gaines Mills in 
the Civil War in 1862 on Longstreet’s troops. 
which saved the Union artillery. 

(d) The motto “Loyalty and Courage”’—al- 
loted to the regiment by the War Department.

The stock market is passing through one of 
those in-between periods in which no trend is 
discernible. Sales are of an extremely small 
volume, in fact, the smallest for considerably 
over a year. Under these conditions, public 
speculators should adopt a waiting policy, that 
is, neither buy nor sell for the time being. 
There will be time enough to act after the 
market awakes from its present torpor and gives 
a clue as to the direction in which it will 
move. The investor may select a few strong, 
dividend paying securities for income, preferably 
the first-grade rails and high-grade industrial 
preferred stocks, but it would perhaps be wise 
even for him to make only a part of his total 
commitment for the present. 

The action of the market is largely a reflec- 
tion of the midsummer dullness that has over- 
taken business. The decline in unfilled orders 
of the United States Steel Corporation 
amounting to about 600,000 tons, was larger 
than generally expected. The decline may have 
been exaggerated by an unusually high rate of 
production, but it reflects, nevertheless, a con- 
traction in real buying, and this is borne out 
by lower quotations for steel products. 


Corn and Cotton Offset Wheat’s Decline. 


The reaction in wheat prices, following the 
ay of the Department of Agriculture to the 
effect that this year’s crop would be about the 
same size as that of last year, postpones re- 
covery in prosperity for the farmer. The out- 
look for corn and cotton prices, however, is 
satisfactory and will help offset the wheat losses. 
The trouble in the wheat situation is a carry- 
over of about 150,000,000 bushels, which were 
stored to hold up prices, and a lack of normal 
European buying power. The high tariff and 
the neglect of this country to accept its position 
as a world wer have counteracted all “bloc” 
efforts to aid the farmer. The making possible 
of easy credit for the farmer, while possibly 
helping him temporarily, does not create a de- 
mand for his producta and does not help prices. 
Until Europe can sell substantially more to this 
country than it buys, and rates of exchange 
improve, the outlook for the wheat grower is 
not very encouraging. 

Unbalanced prosperity, which has marked 
the 1922-1928 period of recovery, has been a 


weak spot that this column has pointed out from 
time to time. Furthermore, the industrial pros- 
perity has been built more upon the plan of 
filling the void created by the 1921 depression 
than in establishing new markets which would 
carry on the demand when the gap had been 
filled. The memory of the severe losses in 1921 
is still too fresh in the minds of business men 
to encourage development of new trade and 
available consumptive power, when the ac- 
cumulative demand is filled, is probably little 
greater now than it was three years ago. Oon- 
sequently, business will be doing extremely well 
if it can hold anywhere near even the present 
volume during the remainder of 1923 and prob- 
ably the whole of 1924 

A seasonal rally is likely in the autumn, 
which may be reflected by a rally in stock 
prices, and if this takes place the holder of 
speculative issues should seize the opportunity 
to liquidate. 

The bond market, on the other hand, should 
be benefited by the business conditions which 
are indicated for the near future. Dull busi- 
ness means the release of credit from commercial 
channels, and as money always: seeks ad- 
vantageous employment, it will naturally find 
its way into the investment market. High-grade 
bonds naturally will be the media chosen and 
they should respond by working to higher levels. 
The buyer of bonds, however, if he finds it 
convenient, might wait until the autumn when 
a reaction in bond prices is probable in con- 
nection with increased credit demands for crop 
moving purposes.

Navy Has Success With 
Blended Fuel for Aircraft 


SATISFACTORY results have been ob- 

tained by the Navy in experiments for 
blended fuels for aircraft as a substitute 
for straight gasoline. The Department is 
desirous of obtaining a fuel for aircraft 
engines that would not detonate with re- 
sulting loss of power under high compres- 
sion ratios. 

The Liberty engine at the present time 
has about as high a compression ratio as 
ean be used with straight gasoline, and 
any increase in compression would result 
in detonation with its above mentioned 
disadvantage. In conducting the experi- 
ments for a solution that would permit of 
higher compressions and at the same time 
eliminate detonation the Bureau of Aero- 
nauties, which has been making the search 
for blended fuels, believed that a mixture 
of benzol and gas in a 50 per cent. propor- 
tion would produce the desired results. 
Although benzol is reasonably plentiful in 
peace times, it would be difficult to ob- 
tain in sufficient quantities during war, 
when it would be needed most, and for 
this reason this mixture was discarded. A 
better blended fuel was found in a mix- 
ture of anhydrous alcohol and gasoline in 
proportion of 30 and 70 per cent. The as. 
sured supply of alcohol in unlimited quan- 
tities caused the Department to experi- 
ment with this blend, which has been ex- 
clusively used at Hampton Roads, Va.; 
Pensacola, Fla., and Anacostia, D.C. e 
experiments conducted so far indicate that 
aircraft engines operate about ten degrees 
cooler than when straight gasoline is used,

Am I 
entitled to the $90 bonus? 

Answer: Yes, same as S. L. R. above.

E. J. B. asks: I was commissioned 2d Lt., 
Infantry, O.R.C., January 10, 1923.

PRIVATE A. B. S.—For your information, 
there is no statute which provides for a fur- 
lough being granted to an enlisted man, and 
although leaves of absence to officers are en- 
couraged, there is no law on the statute books 
which states that an officer is entitled to thirty 
days’ leave a year with pay. The Government 
is not required to give enlisted men furloughs, 
or grant leaves of absence to officers, but the 
War Department encourages the taking of such 
leaves and furloughs.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


In answer to specific questions submitted by 


U. S. property and disbursing officer of a state 
as to pay and allowances of officers of the 
National Guard while attending encampments, 
under Sec, 4 of the Act of June 3, 1916, the 
Comptroller, after adverting to the fact that 
since the payments contemplated by the ques- 


tions had not been made, no actual question had 
arisen for his determination uuder the law, 
advised however, that an officer serving during 
such tour er field instruction was not entitled 
to longevity pay; was entitled to rental allow. 
ances if his dependents were not occupying 
public quarters during the period; and was en- 
titled to remuneration on account of a de 
pendent mother, under Sec. 4 of the Act of 
June 10, 1922, upon establishing the fact of 
dependency in the same manner as is required 
of Regular officers; that is, under the stringent 
rule, laid down by the Comptroller, that the 
officer must actually and necessarily contribute 
to his mother for her sole and exclusive use more 
than one-half of a reasonable living for her. 
The Secretary of the Navy requested the digs. 
approval in the case of a steward who held 
a certificate of qualification renewable upon the 
continuance of the qualification and which car. 
ried the additional pay of $5 per month, which 


additional pay brought the current pay above 
that authorized by the Pay Bill, in which case 
it was held that upon renewal the additional pay 


would continue, but would terminate with the 
expiration of the current enlistment. 

A Regular Army reservist’s claim for the pay 
for a period during which he had failed to 
comply with Par, 75 of the Regulations for the 
Regular Army Reserves was disallowed on the 
ground that a reservist’s pay is conditioned upon 
compliance with regulations issued pursuant to 
statute, and is forfeited upon failure to comply. 

A soldier honorably discharged in France at 
his own request, in order to accept. a position 
there where he has resided for nearly four 
years, thereby waives right to transportation and 
subsistence for himself and his wife back to 
the United States (upon reconsideration). 

In the case of the review of a.claim for re- 
tainer pay authorized for a  offirmed rating 
as hospital apprentice, which, elaimant urged 

t he held while in the U.S. Naval Reserve 

tes, but failed to furnish evidence support- 
Mg the statement the Comptroller accepted as 
conclusive the repert of the Department that 
claimant was not confirmed in such rating. 

A voucher in favor of an officer of the army 
for 50 per cent. increase of flying duty bore 
claimants certificate that he was detailed to 
duty which involved flying and that during such 


period he had fulfilled the flying requirement 
prescribed by Gen. Orders Nos. 30 and 46, 
W.D., 1922, which certificate was held to be 


nothing more than the officer’s conclusion and 
no evidence of the performance of duty that 
requires regular and frequent participation in 
aerial flights. 

Amending Navy’s Pay Iastructions, 

On March 2, 1923, the Secretary of the Navy 
submitted to the Comptroller General ‘‘instruc- 
tions for carrying info effect the joint service 
pay bill Act of June 10, 1922.” On June 22, 
1923, the Comptroller General in a communica- 


tion to the Secrétary of the Navy suggested 
modifications of the instructions submitted by 
the Secretary, the modifications suggested, 


among others, excluding the view that officers 
on the active list or on active duty are at all 
times entitled to a subsistence allowance and 
to rental allowance. The Comptroller suggests 
that subsistence allowance is not 

“Payable for periods during which the 

officer is in a non-pay or half-pay status,” 
while Section 5 of the Act of June 20, 1922, 
)'rovides, however, that 

“Each commissioned officer on the active 

list or an active duty below the grade of 

brigadier general or its equivalent . . 

shall be entitled at all times, in addition 

to his pay, to a money allowance for sub- 
sistence.”’ 

The Comptroller also suggests the following 

additions, among others, to the instructions: 

(a) ‘‘An officer detached from sea duty and 
ordered to a receiving ship under arrest is em 
titied to a subsistence allowaice while on board 
said receiving ship under arrest and awaiting 
trial. 

(b) “The availability of public quarters for 
an officer ordered to permanent duty at a shore 
tation fmust be determined from the date he 
actually reports for duty in obedience to orders. 

(c) “Officers while absent without leave, oF 
absent on account of sickness, disease or i 
jury the result of their own misconduct, at 
not entitled to credit for either pay, subsistence, 
or rental allowance during the period of sut 
absence. P t 

(a) “Officers are not entitled for periods 0 
absence without leave, or for periods of absence 
on acconnt of injury, sickness or disease Te 
sulting from their own intemperate use of drugs, 
alcoholic liquors, or other misconduct, to either 
pay or rental or subsistence allowances. 

(e) “Officers are entitled for periods of excess 
authorized leave to one-half pay, but are not 
entitled to either rental or subsistence allo 
ances.” 4 

(f) “An officer with dependents who 1s on 
sea duty, and without formal detachment there 


from, is placed under arrest and held Sam 
board the ship upon which serving, and wie s 
acquitted, is entitled to rental allowance
